DANCERS  SHOWCASE  PERFORMERS 
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Yale  Professor  Goes  Too  Far 


BYU  has  made  several  successful  ef- 
forts to  tell  the  people  of  Utah  and  the 
United  States  that  not  all  college  students 
are  anti-Viet  Nam. 

However,  American  students  have  not 
been  the  only  ones  to  criticize  the  U.S.  m 
Viet  Nam.  American  college  professors  have 
been  known  to  get  up  in  front  of  their  stu- 
dents and  glorify  the  Viet  Cong,  who' are 
murdering  American  soldiers.  But

According  to  a recent  editorial  in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  men  like  Lynd  are  more 
talkative  at  Yale  than  at  most  colleges. 
Several  thousand  such  “peaceniks”  recently 
signed  an  appeal  for  recognition  of  Red

Staughton  Lynd,  the  Yale  associate  protes- 
sor  of  history  who  helped  organize  the  beat- 
nik peace  demonstration  in  Washington  last 
August,  has  done  even  worse. 

He  has  taken  off,  at  the  invitation  of 
Communists,  on  a “fact-finding”  mission  to 
southeast  Asia;  and  if  he  has  gone  into 
North  Viet  Nam,  as  reported,  lie  has 
broken  the  law  and  made  himself  liable  tor 
a $5,000  fine  and  five  years  in  prison. 
Travel  to  certain  Communist  countries  is 
not  permitted  without  authorization  of  the 
state  department. 

The  trip  was  arranged  by  Dr.  Herbert 
Aptheker,  Communist  party  theoretician. 
He,  Lynd,  and  a young  man  who  helped  to 
found  the  far-left  Students  for  a Demo- 
cratic Society  traveled  by  way  of  Moscow 
and  Peking,  and  are  said  to  have  entered 


China.  Most  of  the  signers  were  upper  class- 
men  and  graduate  students,  who  are  per- 
haps  beginning  to  feel  the  chilling  air  of  the 
draft,  and  young  members  of  the  faculty. 
We  wonder  if  Prof.  Lynd,  said  the  Tribune, 
greets  his  students  with  a “Hello,  suckers,” 
as  did  Tokyo  Rose,  before  proceeding  to  in- 
doctrinate them  with  the  sins  of  patriotism 
and  the  discomforts  and  danger  of  being  a 
soldier  in  Viet  Nam. 


It  is  sickening  to  hear  this  sort  of  psy- 
chological sabotage  defended  as  freedom  of 
speech — a curious  defense  in  view  of  the 
Communist  attitude  toward  free  speech. 
But  Prof.  Lynd  has  gone  further  than  to 
exercise  his  asserted  rights  of  academic 
freedom.  He  has  broken  the  law  deliberate- 
ly, and  Yale  can  hardly  brush  this  off  as 
the  sort  of  idiosyncrasy  one  must  expect 
from  professors.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see 
what  Yale  and  the  Department  of  Justice 
are  going  to  do  about  Prof.  Lynd.

I have  no 
authority  to  speak  for  the  com- 
pany, so  I am  writing  this  as  an 
individual  and  I take  the  respon- 
sibility for  my  remarks. 

LET  ME  SAY  first  that  in  gen- 
eral it  is  a pleasure  to  serve  the 
students  of  BYU.  They  are  polite 
and  courteous  customers.  How- 
ever, there  is  a practice  among 
a small  percentage  of  the  student- 
body  which  is  not  only  annoying 
to  me  personally,  but  is  also  dis- 
honest. 


I am  aware,  as  are  the  other 
long  distance  operators  in  our 
office,  that  a number  of  students, 
obviously  with  their  parents  ap- 
proval and  cooperation,  are  in 
the  habit  of  notifying  their  fami- 
lies of  their  safe  arrival  at  BYU 
after  a trip  home,  at  the  expense 
of  the  telephone  company,  by 
placing  a person  to  person  call 
to  themselves.  Of  course  they  are 
not  there  to  accept  the  call,  but 
the  purpose  has  been  served  as 
soon  as  the  operator  announces 
the  call. 


PERHAPS  the  people  involved 
are  not  aware  that  the  service 
rendered  in  operator  time  and 
equipment  on  this  type  of  call  is 
as  valuable  in  dollars  and  cents 
as  the  person  rate  for  three  min- 
utes to  the  town  and  state  in  any 
given  case. 


In  other  words,  in  my  opinion, 
there  is  no  difference  between 
placing  a code  call,  receiving  a 
service  without  paying  for  it,  and 
stealing  the  amount  needed  to 
place  that  same  call.  The  tele- 
phone company  sells  service  and 
is  entitled  to  payment  for  the  ser- 
vice rendered.  If  you  have  never 
looked  at  it  that  way,  I hope  I 
have  helped  you  to  see  it  as  I do.

TASHKENT,  U.S.S.R.,  (AP)- 

Premier  Alexei  N.  Kosygin  work- 
ed into  the  early  hours  Monday  in 
a last  effort  to  break  the  deadlock 
in  summit  conference  negotiations 
between  India  and  Pakistan. 

The  Soviet  leader  conferred  sep- 
arately three  times  late  Sunday 
and  early  Monday  with  Prime  Min- 
ister Lai  Bahadur  Shastri  of  India 
and  President  Mohammed  Ayub 
Khan  of  Pakistan.

There  appeared  little  hope  in 
either  delgation  that  any  outstand- 
ing issue  in  the  18-year-old  India- 
Pakistan  quarrel  would  be  settled.

Interested  in  taking  a practical 
class  next  semester?  The  textbook 
only  costs  65  cents,  and  it’s  the 
only  course  on  campus  where  stu- 
dents eat  the  final  exam,  says  Dr. 
Max  Wallentine,  Assistant  Profess- 
or of  Animal  Science. 

THE  COURSE  is  Animal  Science 
225,  a two-hour  class  in  Meat  Iden- 
tification and  Preparation  for  non- 
majors of  both  sexes. 

“This  class  is  especially  valuable 
for  girls  in  food  and  nutrition  stu- 
dies as  well  as  those  who  are  or 
plan  to  be  homemakers,”  said  Dr. 
Wallentine. 

"THE  CLASS  DEALS  with  the 
preparation  of  meat,  and  each  stu- 
dent learns  where  each  cut  comes

from  on  a given  animal.  Of  course, 
this  helps  them  understand  the 
qualitv  of  different  cuts  of  meat 
and  how  it  is  related  to  prepara- 
tion,” he  explained. 

“We  talk  about  freezing  and  the 
value  of  a home  freezer.  We  dis- 
cuss different  methods  of  cookery, 
how  different  cuts  should  be  cook- 
ed, and  why  some  are  more  tender 
than  others.  We  even  make  saus- 
ages and  wieners  ourselves!” 

DR.  WALLENTINE  also  pointed 
out  that  the  class  helps  the  student 
set  up  a realistic  homemaking  bud- 
get since  meat  is  a substantial  food 
item.

It  looks  like  a long  hard  winter 
for  the  rest  of  the  Conference  this 
year  as  the  Cougars,  defending 
league  champions,  rolled  over  Ari- 
zona State  and  Arizona  on  what 
seemed  to  be  a pair  of  “off”  nights 
for  the  Mountain  Cats  in  the  open- 
ing of  Western  Athletic  Conference 
Basketball  action. 

ARIZONA  STATE  was  first  on 
the  Cougar  list  and  the  torrid  Cats 
belied  the  season  as  the  Cats  broke 
the  ice  with  a 95-81  win  over  the 
Sun  Devils.  Saturday  evening  the 
Arizona  Wildcats  tried  to  freeze 
the  Pumas  out,  but  couldn’t  ice 
the  ball  long  enough  to  chill  the 
Brigs  and  came  out  on  the  short 
end  of  an  87-74  tally. 

The  ball  control  effort  by  the 
Wildcats  threw  the  Cougars  just 
a bit  off  their  pace,  but  wasn’t 
enough  to  make  the  difference  as 
the  Mountain  Cats  still  hit  34  of  68 
field  goal  attempts  for  an  even  50 
per  cent  from  the  floor. 

THE  BIG  difference  between  the 
Cougars  and  their  opponents  was 
once  again  in  defense  where  the 
Pumas  held  the  Wildcats  to  37  per 
cent  from  the  floor. 

The  Cougars  jumped  off  to  the 
lead  with  a free  throw  by  Jeff 
Congdon,  but  went  nearly  three 
minutes  before  hitting  their  first 
field  goal.  The  Cat  defense  came  to 
the  rescue,  though,  and  held  Ari- 
zona nearly  five  minutes  without  a 
score  from  the  field. 

THE  SLOW-DOWN  tactics  em- 
ployed by  the  Wildcats  kept  the 
score  close  all  the  way  and  even 
allowed  them  to  pull  to  a 23-23 
tie  with  six  and  one-half  minutes 
left  in  the  first  half.  The  Cougars 
quickly  spread  the  margin  to  seven 
points  again,  30-23,  and  went  to 
the  dressing  room  with  a five-point 
margin  at  the  half.

Arizona  guard  Bob  Spahn  provid- 
ed the  biggest  surprise  of  the 
evening.  He  did  the  impossible, 
holding  All-American  candidate 
Dick  Nemelka  to  only  one 
point  during  the  first  half.  Ne- 
melka, who’s  been  averaging  near- 
ly 27  points  a game,  added  17  more 
in  the  second  half,  but  many  of 
those  came  while  Spahn  cooled  off 
on  the  Arizona  bench  after  gather- 
ing his  fourth  personal  foul. 

ARIZONA  STAYED  nearly  in 
reach  of  the  Cats  throughout  the 
first  fifteen  minutes  before  throw- 
ing their  ball-control  game  to  the 
winds  in  a last-ditch  effort  to  take 
the  lead.  The  change  of  pace  was 
the  only  signal  the  Pumas  needed 
as  they  quickly  spread  the  margin 
to  15  points  with  less  than  a minute 
remaining. 

Arizona’s  Ted  Pickett  led  the 
scorers  with  23  points.  The  Cougars 
spread  the  scoring  evenly  among 
the  starters,  with  Congdon  grab- 
bing the  honors  with  21. 

THE  COUGARS  also  seemed  to 
have  just  a bit  of  trouble  getting 
started  against  Arizona  State.  The 
Sun  Devils  had  snatched  a 6-0  lead 
before  Nemelka  pumped  in  the 
first  Cougar  points  with  a right- 
key  jump.  The  Mountain  Cats  gath- 
ered in  eight  more  points  on 


baskets  by  Kramer,  Roberts,  Ray- 
mond and  another  by  Nemelka  be- 
fore the  Sun  Devils  scored  again. 

In  less  than  eight  minutes  the 
Cougars  had  a 20-10  lead  and 
were  never  threatened  again. 

KRAMER  AND  Nemelka  led  the 
way  in  the  scoring  column  with 
Nemelka  topping  his  average  with 
29  points,  followed  by  Kramer  with 
26.  Arizona  State  scorers  were  led 
by  Dennis  Hamilton  and  Freddy 
Lewis,  each  with  27. 

The  game  was  marred  by  the  foul 
bug  with  43  personals  being  called 
against  the  two  teams.
